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Credit union to help 
people hit by crunch 


A NEW financial organisation is 
being set up to help people who 
now have poor credit ratings as a 
result of the recession. 

A credit union was due to open in 
Haverhill today thanks to Havebury 
Housing Partnership and St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council. 

Both organisations have committed £5,000 to 
fund the part-time salary of a credit union co¬ 
ordinator, who will be based at the town’s 
volunteer centre in the council’s offices. 

The scheme was to be officially launched by 
Haverhill’s mayor, Cllr Les Ager. 

The credit union is expected to help those on 
low incomes who are having difficulty opening 
an account with a high street bank or getting a 
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debit or credit card, and who want to save or 
budget regularly It could help those who want 
to avoid the dangerously high interest rates of 
loan sharks. 

Jez Robbins, of Havebury, said: “Credit 
unions are well established across the country 
and because we will be under the umbrella of 
the well-established Ipswich and Suffolk Credit 
Union the advice and guidance on all the 
procedures will be readily available.” 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, portfolio holder 
for community at the borough council, said: 
“Many local residents are facing difficult 
economic circumstances and having the credit 
union in Haverhill offers an alternative to the 


high-interest loan companies to which many 
people find themselves turning to, as well as 
offering a safe place to save. 

“The council is pleased to be able to support 
this initiative.” 

Loans are charged at various rates 
depending on how long people have paid into 
the credit union, from 12.7% APR to 26.8% APR 
on the declining balance. 

Ipswich and Suffolk Credit Union’s (ISCU) 
typical rate is 19.6% APR. At that rate, a loan of 
£400 paid back over one year at £8.50 per week 
would cost about £36.68 in interest. To qualify 
for a loan, members pay into ISCU for at least 13 
weeks. 

Havebury and the council have already 
worked together on the Bury St Edmunds 
branch of the credit union, where 103 people 
have already opened an account.

Brazilian babe is a hit 


Playtime as savings go 
to children’s fan zone 


A NEW £630,000 play area 
will be built in Haverhill - 
thanks to savings made in 
the redevelopment of Hav¬ 
erhill Leisure Centre. 

The extra funding has become 
available after a £5.2 million 
project to modernise the aging 
centre came in under budget. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council has earmarked £500,000 
for the play area work, while 
Abbeycroft Leisure will provide 
the remaining £130,000. 

The new facilities will replace 
the existing Kidzone play area 
on the first floor of the building 
in Ehringshausen Way. 
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They are designed for children 
aged from 18 months to 12 years 
old and will feature ball pools, 
cargo nets, slides and a soft play 
area. Two separate rooms will 
also be created to hire for 
birthday parties or meetings, 
along with a new cafe. 

The finished play area and cafe 
will be unveiled in summer 
when the rest of the refurbished 
building opens. A new reception, 
changing areas, pool viewing 
area, dance room and fitness 


suite are being provided at the 
centre. 

Cllr Lynsey Alexander, port¬ 
folio holder for culture and sport 
at the borough council, said: 
“This extra investment once 
again underlines our commit¬ 
ment to developing new and 
exciting leisure opportunities 
which people of all ages can 
enjoy. 

“The new play area will be 
significantly bigger than the 
previous facilities, and will 
include seating areas for parents 
so they can relax over a cup of 
coffee while their children have 
fun with their friends. 

“Once complete, the newly 


refurbished centre will be a 
valuable addition to leisure 
provision in Haverhill, providing 
people living in the area with 
modern, first class facilities for 
the future.” 

Warren Smyth, chief executive 
of Abbeycroft Leisure, said: 
“The new play area is a valuable 
addition to the huge range of 
services which will be on offer 
once we reopen the refurbished 
centre in July. 

“We hope our customers will 
really appreciate the huge 
changes which have taken place 
and thoroughly enjoy using the 
new facilities.” 


Go west, 
public tells 
planners 

THE latest consultations about the 
future development of Haverhill has 
shown public support for expansion to 
the west of the town. 

A site of around 350 acres close to the 
A1307 has been identified as the 
preferred choice by the majority of 
people who responded to St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council’s nine-week 
consultation on its core strategy as part 
of the local development framework 
(LDF). 

The borough is set to grow with 8,000 
more new homes by 2031 and 40 per cent 
- 3,200 - are set to be built in Haverhill, 
with the same number planned for Bury 
St Edmunds. 

The remaining 1,600 are likely to be 
built in villages. 

The latest consultation asked for 
views on three potential development 
sites in Haverhill, which lie to the north, 
west and north-eastern edges of the 
town. 

The majority of those who responded 
backed the western side of town as their 
preferred choice. 

The least popular location was 200 
acres to the north of the town near 
Withersfield Road. 

A site of around 400 acres beyond 
Chalkstone Way and Samuel Ward 
Upper School attracted a split reaction 
with 12 responses in support and 15 
objecting. 

Cllr Terry Clements, portfolio holder 
for transport and planning, said: “We 
would like to thank everyone who gave 
their time to feedback their views about 
how the borough should develop in the 
future. 

“We were extremely pleased with the 
number of responses we received and 
will look carefully at all of these views 
when we draw up our final proposals for 
the future shape of the borough later in 
the spring. 

“This vitally important piece of work 
is helping us to plan for the needs of the 
current and next generations, so it is 
essential we get it right. 

“Although there will still be challenges 
to overcome, we are determined to make 
sure the final plan provides the best 
possible solutions for the whole of the 
borough.” 

There were more than 3,000 responses 
to the consultation from more than 400 
people and organisations. 

A final strategy for further con¬ 
sultation is due to be drawn up after 
Easter. 


Olden days on film

Pannell, a native of Haverhill, who was 
a postcard collector and former history 
group member.

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Clot crusade 
fights ‘health 
emergency’ 


A NATIONAL campaign to cut 
the number of deaths from 
blood clots has been launched 
in Cambridge. 

Stop the Clot is urging people 
admitted to hospital to ask a doctor or 
nurse for a blood clot risk assessment. 

AntiCoagulation Europe, the 
charity behind the campaign says 
around 32,000 people die each year as 
a result of blood clots acquired in UK 
hospitals - more than from breast 
cancer, Aids and road traffic 
collisions combined. 

Eve Knight, its chief executive, 
said: “It really is a public health 
emergency What the campaign is try¬ 
ing to do is save lives.” 

County snooker player Joe Perry 
helped launch the campaign at WT’s 
Snooker Club. 

It will first target the East of 
England and the East Midlands, 
before moving on to the rest of the 
UK. 

Hospitals such as Addenbrooke’s, 
which is committed to giving risk 
assessments, are fully behind it. 
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Mrs Knight, who has herself suff¬ 
ered from deep vein thrombosis, a 
blood clot in the leg or thigh, and pul¬ 
monary embolisms, which occur 
when a clot blocks the supply of blood 
to the lungs, said: “I am lucky I am 
alive. And it’s not just of having it and 
getting over it - you suffer from all 
sorts of problems that can disrupt 
your life.” 

The charity estimates that 301 lives 
could be saved in Cambridgeshire 
each year. 

Mrs Knight said: “One of the most 
important elements of the campaign 
is the pledge for the public to tell at 
least one other person about the risk 
of getting hospital-acquired blood 
clots and how to prevent it.”

NEW temporary medical 
“pods” have finally landed in 
Haverhill. 

The facilities are set to be 
opened this spring and will 
offer GP services from 8am 
to 8pm, seven days a week. 
Martin Royal, director of 
business development and 
external relations at NHS 


Suffolk, the county’s primary 
care trust, said: “We’re very 
pleased with progress so far 
and look forward to seeing 
the centre being prepared for 
use. 

“I’d like to say thank you to 
local residents who have 
been very patient and have 
supported us in getting to 


this stage.” 

Once the centre, behind the 
Rose and Crown pub in 
Withersfield Road, is ready 
for use it will be known as 
The Practice Crown Health 
Centre and offer usual GP 
services and other facilities, 
including minor injury clinics 
and blood testing, along with 


sessions for substance and 
alcohol misuse, weight 
management, quitting 
smoking, sexual health, 
contraceptives and 
childhood obesity. 

The pods will cater for both 
registered and non- 
registered patients, offering 
appointments alongside a 


walk-in service for people in 
Haverhill and the surrounding 
areas. 

The site will be run by a 
group of GPs alongside the 
town’s three existing family 
doctor practices. 

A search for a permanent 
base for the centre is now 
underway.

Police to use new 
power to ban yobs 


NEW police powers could 
be used to ban drunken 
yobs from town centres. 

Police in west Suffolk will be 
using a new tactic from tom¬ 
orrow to stop people causing 
trouble around town centre pubs 
and clubs in Haverhill, New¬ 
market and Mildenhall. 

Officers will be using powers 
under Section 27 of the Violent 
Crime Reduction Act 2006 to 
serve a “direction to leave” notice 
on anyone they feel may cause 
alcohol-related violence. 

The move is a “zero tolerance” 
power and no actual offence 
needs to have been committed. 
The person can be banned from a 
venue or even the whole town for 
up to 48 hours, and if they refuse 
to leave the area or return during 
this time they can be arrested. 

Superintendent David Skeving- 
ton, operations manager for 
Suffolk police’s western area, 
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said: “I am concerned that the 
levels of violence in a public 
place related to alcohol or drug 
consumption have risen in some 
parts of west Suffolk, and whilst 
in other areas there has been a 
reduction, this could still be 
improved upon. 

“We have put additional 
officers into hotspot areas, to 
offer reassurance and to issue 
fixed penalty notices to stop 
trouble escalating - but now we 
have another tactic to allow 
officers to get tough on the 
minority of people who behave 
anti-socially and could go on to 
commit violent crime.” 

Inspector Sally Gallant, who is 
responsible for the introduction 
of the scheme, said: “We want to 
use these powers to nip trouble in 
the bud early in the evening. The 


aim is not to spoil people’s nights 
out, but if anyone comes to any of 
west Suffolk’s town centres 
intent on causing trouble they 
will be asked to leave and not to 
return for up to 48 hours. 

“Police across the west will be 
using these powers to get rid of 
trouble makers from town 
centres and make them safer for 
law-abiding people.” 

The police also have the power 
to photograph anyone issued 
with a Section 27 notice. 

Cllr Chris Turner, Newmar¬ 
ket’s mayor, said he was con¬ 
cerned about the civil liberties 
aspect of the move. 

But he added: “I can see why 
the police are doing it. There are 
obviously some cases in New¬ 
market where people potentially 
flout the law. Knowing some of 
the police officers in Newmarket, 
I’m sure they would not abuse 
this power and would only use it 
as a last resort.” 


Power cable fault blacks out town centre 


SEVERAL thousand 
homes and businesses 
in Haverhill town centre 
lost their power supply 
on Sunday night. 

A spokeswoman for 
EDF Energy Networks 


said the fault occurred 
on a high voltage under¬ 
ground cable. 

She said: “The fault 
occurred at 7.06pm and 
the majority of custom¬ 
ers had their power 


restored within 10 min¬ 
utes. 

“EDF Energy Net¬ 
works engineers worked 
as swiftly and safely as 
possible to restore supp¬ 
lies to the remaining 


customers affected, in 
stages. Power was rest¬ 
ored to the final 263 
customers affected at 
10.42pm. We would like 
to apologise to all those 
affected.”

Sir, We have written this letter 
in answer to some of the 
comments made by former 
town councillor Chris Cullum 
(Council ‘let us down’ - 
Weekly News, February 12).

These men have been called 
out all hours of the day and 
night to grit the roads. They 
also have to do their normal 
jobs for SCC during the day. 
Who gritted the roads for 
these men at 1am and 2am in 
the morning to enable them to 
get to the depot at Depden 
and sometimes as far as 
Mildenhall to collect the 
gritters to do the roads for 
everyone else. These men 
never moaned about the 
conditions but carried on the 
best they could. 

And, with grit costing over 
£100 per ton - and most 
gritters holding 10 tones per 
trip with several gritters out at 
a time, where does Chris 
Cullum think the never ending 
supply of money and grit 
comes from? 

Also on the matter of road

MP’s cards of protest

A CAMPAIGN calling for 
more consideration to be 
given to alternative plans 
for a council reorganisation 
have been handed in to a 
government official. 

Richard Spring, MP for the 
Newmarket, Mildenhall and 
Haverhill areas, handed in 
200 postcards to Steve 
Evison, an official at the 
Department of 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

It is part of a campaign by 
Forest Heath District 
Council, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and 
Waveney District Council 
to have their proposals for 
a Suffolk-wide council 
shake-up to be 
considered. 

Last week Hazel Blears, 
the Secretary of State for 
communities and local 
government, announced 
that recommendations for 
the changes had been 
delayed until July. 

The Boundary Committee 
had been due to submit its 
report last Friday. 

The councils have been 
pressing for their proposals 
for three new unitary 
councils - one for west 
Suffolk, one for the east 
and one for the Ipswich 
and Felixstowe areas - to 
be considered. 

Mr Spring said: “While it is 
right that the Boundary 
Committee should have 
more time to consider the 
implications of unitary 
authorities, it is essential 
that the Boundary 
Committee also considers 
a no-change solution. 
These postcards show the 
Secretary of State how 
badly the Boundary 


Committee has got the 
Suffolk review wrong so far 
and I hope that she will 
instruct the Boundary 
Committee to look 
specifically at an 
Ipswich/East/West 
arrangement, but only if the 
no-change solution is 
rejected. 


“The Government’s 
tinkering with local 
government structures is in 
nobody’s interest. It is a 
case of change for change 
sake.” 

He said the review had 
already cost taxpayers 
nearly £219,000 since 
March of last year.

‘Bored’ forger’s 
Monopoly claim 


SHOCKED police officers 
discovered “highly realistic” 
fake bank notes when they 
visited a man’s home about a 
different matter. 

Ricky Stuart, 44, had turned out the 
notes at his home in Haverhill using 
his home computer and a bottle of 
nail varnish, a court heard. 

Police officers found 17 notes, in 
denominations of £5, £10 and £20, at 
Stuart’s Arundel Walk home in June 
of last year. They also found a 
number of incomplete notes. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting at 
Ipswich Crown Court, said Stuart told 
the officers: “It’s only Monopoly 
money. If you think it’s real you try 
and use it.” 

But Mr Crimp said the officers felt 
the notes were “highly realistic” 
although some had the same serial 
number. 

Silver nail varnish had been used 
to create the effect of the security 
hologram and metallic strip running 
through the notes. 

Stuart told the police he had 
produced the notes to use in card 


games and had no intention of trying 
to pass them off as genuine. 

But he admitted a charge of pro¬ 
ducing a counterfeit note and was 
given a six-month jail sentence 
suspended for two years. 

Judge Peter Thompson told Stuart: 
“The seriousness of this offence is 
one which you do not seem to realise. 
Undermining the currency of a 
nation is a very serious offence.” 

Stuart was also ordered to do 150 
hours unpaid community work and 
remain under the supervision of the 
probation service for 12 months as 
well as participating in an offending 
behaviour programme. 

The judge ordered that his com¬ 
puter, scanner and printer should be 
destroyed as well as the fake notes. 

David Pickersgill, defence barrister, 
said that Stuart, who is currently 
awaiting a heart bypass operation, 
had been unemployed and bored at 
the time he made the fake notes. 

He said Stuart now wished he had 
never made the notes. 

Mr Pickersgill said: “He was seeing 
how far he could go.”

Man ‘used cannabis 
to come off alcohol’ 


A MAN used the drug 
cannabis to help tackle his 
alcohol addiction, a court 
heard.

He told them the drug was for 
personal use and helped him 
with his withdrawal from 
alcohol addiction. 

The court heard he had a 


number of previous convictions 
for drug offences and was about 
to complete a community order 
of 140 hours of unpaid work 
imposed by a court in August of 
last year. 

Claire Lockwood, defence 
solicitor, said Nicholson had co¬ 
operated with the police and said 
he used the drug to help him to 
sleep. 

She said he would now refer 
himself to a drug advisory 
service.

She said: “The thing 
that is most striking is 
the stunning scenery. 

“You feel very small. 
You find yourself in this 
gigantic landscape where 
the horizon is a long way 
off and you can see ice¬ 
bergs the size of cath¬ 
edrals. There are pen¬ 
guins and seals - it is just 
sensational.” 

The BAS has five 
research stations. Most of 
the jobs on offer are at 
the Rothera and Halley 
stations.

Pain at the pumps as 
petrol prices increase

PETROL prices are rising at a 
penny a litre each week, spark¬ 
ing fears the price may reach £1. 

Prices in forecourts in our region 
have been rising since early January 
and one outlet, Melbourn Garage, is 
charging 99p a litre for unleaded. Only 
a handful of garages are selling petrol 
for less than 90p a litre and most are 
charging between 90p and 94p. 

Motorists feeling the effects of the 
recession are seeing prices creep up 
despite lower oil prices, because of the 
falling value of the pound. 

The average price in January was 
90.48p, according to analysts at Exper- 
ian Catalist, but there are fears the 
price is heading back towards £1 a litre. 

There are calls for the Government to 
suspend its already delayed plans for a 
1.8p per litre rise in duty in April. 

John Bridge, chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Chambers of Commerce, 
said: “The key thing we are finding is 
that the rhetoric of the Government 
and what it is doing in practice is 
totally opposite. What they are doing is 
increasing the costs to businesses. 

“It is madness to put up fuel duty. 
Anything that increases costs to bus¬ 
inesses and individuals at this time 
should be avoided.”

He said that falls in the price of oil 
were more than cancelled out by the 
exchange rate between the increasingly 
weak pound after a series of interest 
rate cuts and the strengthening dollar. 

He said retailers were “quick to 
increase but not so quick to decrease” 


prices in response to changes in the oil 
prices and exchange rates. 

John Franklin, RAC spokesman, 
said: “We have noticed the price of 
petrol going up a penny a week since 
the start of the year. While it’s nowhere 
near the excessive heights of last year 
it is steadily going towards £1 a litre. 

“From a motorist’s point of view it is 
very worrying, especially as inflation is 
coming down.” 

The price of crude oil is now about 40 
per cent lower than the last time petrol 
cost 90p a litre, in March 2007, 
according to the AA. Oil prices have 
tumbled by more than $110 a barrel 
since July last year. 

The AA says it has been receiving 
calls from drivers asking why prices 
are rising. 

Edmund King, the AA’s president, 
said: “There may be perfectly valid 
reasons for the current price rises, but 
a repetition of last year’s behaviour 
should not be happening when family 
finances are dire.” 

The country’s largest supermarkets 
sparked a price war last October and 
average petrol prices fell 6.5p in a 
month. 

But conflict in Gaza and the dispute 
between Russia and the Ukraine have 
been cited as factors that pushed up the 
oil price and the weakening pound has 
contributed to higher import prices.

‘Aye i’ is verdict on Hyundai i20 


WITH all the turmoil in the 
economy, when it comes to 
buying a new car sensible is 
the new black. 

Sensible can mean many things 
to many different people, though. 
Appearance, equipment levels, 
running costs, driving character¬ 
istics and - obviously - price, are 
all valid suggestions. But even 
when times were good, finding all 
those attributes in one car was a 
tough task. 

So thank goodness for Hyundai - 
the Korean firm’s rise has 
everything to do with reading the 
market and delivering cars that 
people would want to buy. A novel 
concept I know, but it’s one that a 
surprising number of makers have 
failed to fully understand. 

And as sure as night follows day 
and the ilO followed the i30, 
Hyundai’s latest offering is the i20, 
a car that conveniently fills the gap 
between its city car and family 
hatch cousins respectably. 

Hyundai might be pitching the 
i20 as a supermini but the car is 
more than capable of accommo¬ 
dating the needs of a growing 
family - the i20 doesn’t appear to 
be a compromise. Everything 
about the car either matches or 


exceeds your expectations. 

Priced at a little over £8,000, the 
car maker’s small offering is a five- 
door hatch boasting familiar 
styling cues to its larger and 
smaller relatives. The car’s nose, 
its smooth curves, gently sloping 
roof and clean, fuss-free tailgate 
complete an attractive and 
practical package. 

Under the bonnet is a choice of 
1.2 and 1.4-litre petrol engines (77 
and 99bhp respectably), plus a 1.4 
diesel offering a choice of 74 and 
89bhp. For those with a need to 
know, both diesels duck under the 
magic 120g/km C02 barrier. The 
petrol engines emit 124 and 
133g/km respectively. 

The good news is that, so long as 
you’re an undemanding sort, the 
1.2 option will be more than 
adequate for all but the toughest of 
tasks. Quiet at motorway speeds 
yet able to keep up with traffic, the 
1.2-litre tiddler zings around town 
without complaint. 

With its spacious cabin - there’s 
even plenty of room in the back for 
a well-fed adult or two - 
practicality is a high-ranking 
attribute. Ditto for refinement, be it 
the car’s supple ride, good levels of 
sound insulation, the quality of the 
cabin materials and the operation 


of the various 
controls and 
displays. 

It’s worth 
noting that, 
despite the 
car’s asking 
price, the 
overall 
experience is 
comparable to 
one costing a 
darn sight 
more. Hyundai 
has done a good 
job of 

balancing the 

notoriously tricky price-versus- 
standard-equipment situation. 
Entry-level Classic trim buyers get 
to sample the likes of driver, 
passenger, side and curtain 
airbags, aircon, electric front 
windows, radio/CD player (plus an 
aux socket), adjustable steering 
column and seat height adjustment 
for the driver. 

Move up to the middle Comfort 
model and you can add alloy 
wheels, electric rear windows, iPod 
and USB ports for the audio unit 
plus six speakers, powered and 
heated door mirrors and a trip 
computer. Topping the range is the 
Style model, which adds the likes

of a metal-look fascia, leather seat 
facings, front fog lamps, leather 
steering wheel and gear knob and 
climate control. 

You’ve got to agree that such a 
haul of kit is an embarrassment of 
riches in this sector of the market 
- certainly when you cast your 
gaze across to the mainstream 
European opposition. And it gets 
better; a five year unlimited 
mileage warranty. Talk about a 
sensible approach to motoring.

A great time to 
buy a used car 


THE price of a 
used car is lower 
now than it has 
been for a very long 
time. 

This situation offers 
car buyers the chance of 
a lifetime to nab their 
dream motor at an 
affordable price - but, 
warns the leading 
vehicle information 
organisation HPI, 
anyone thinking about 
grabbing a used car 
bargain should act 
quickly to benefit from 
the current great deals 
on offer, because they 
are unlikely to last for 
too much longer. The 
latest HPI Used Car 
Valuations Index reveals 
that used car prices are 
beginning to creep up. 

Martin Keighley, 
HPI’s Used Car 
Valuations expert 
explains: “Overall, in 
the trade, we are seeing 
that some types of 
vehicles are showing 
signs of improved 
confidence, with the 
city, supermini and 
small car types leading 
the charge. We are also 
seeing that some luxury 
and 4x4 petrol models 
are showing signs of 


perking up. For the man 
on the street, this 
means that the value of 
these cars is on the rise, 
albeit they currently 
still represent an 
extremely attractive 
buy.” 

The HPI Used Car 
Valuations Index saw 
month-on-month 
residual values rise for 
December to January 
for all 12 and 36 month 
old cars. While those in 
the trade will not be 
surprised by this trend, 
which is usual for this 
time of year, 
knowledgeable buyers 
would be advised not to 
hang around whilst 
prices remain so low. 

“Buyers are 

continuing to look for 
good condition, sensible 
mileage models, but 
demand means the most 
popular vehicles are 
getting thin on the 
ground. This is why in 
some cases, people need 
to act quick,” continues 
Martin Keighley. 
“However, the massive 
used car price 
reductions that we have 
seen over the last year, 
combined with falling 
fuel prices, means some 
larger vehicles are 


looking very cheap 
indeed to buy and run.” 

Confirming that used 
car values still have 
some way to go before 
reach the higher prices 
we were accustomed to, 
year-on-year used car 
values continue to 
depreciate. The fall 
increased by 1.0 per cent 
to -28.1 per cent for all 
cars at 12 months and 
0.8 per cent to -33.9 per 
cent for all cars at 36 
months. Interestingly, 
the 12 and 36 month 
petrol sector saw values 
stabilize for the first 
time in many months. 

Martin Keighley 
concludes: “Job losses 
continue to hit the 
headlines and many of 
us are worried whether 
we will be in work this 
time next year. But on 
the other hand, some 
people are now paying 
less for their mortgage, 
fuel, food and clothes. 
This means they haven't 
had this much 
disposable income for a 
while and for those of 
you in this position, 
now is the time to bag 
yourself a used car 
bargain, just move 
quickly as good quality 
stock is getting scarce.” 
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It’s what’s inside that counts 


BODY styling may once 
have been the big draw 
for most car buyers, 
but today it’s what you 
can’t see in a set of 
wheels that is 
becoming increasingly 
crucial to showroom 
sales. 

Safety, for example, is now 
paramount. But, apart from 
seatbelts, headrests, and the 
odd airbag deactivation 
switch, little of the extensive 
protection systems found in 
new models is on display 

The same goes for a car’s 
climate-friendly credentials. 
These are improving with 
every new model launch, but 
it’s largely a case of taking 
the manufacturer’s word for 
it all, as all these green 
elements are not exactly 
visible. 

It is interesting that more 
and more makers - Seat 
among the latest - are

“invisible engineering” atop 
their list of selling points. 

Seat has the revised Leon 
hatchback and Altea people 
carrier on sale in Britain 
this summer, but the subtle 
design tweaks take a definite 
back seat to the raft of new 
technology that comes with 
them. The Leon, the firm’s 
big-selling compact family 
hatchback, and Altea, a 
popular five-seater MPV, get 
fresh faces, aimed at making 
these cars more recognisable 
as belonging to the Seat 
family.
